Percy Andrea, president of the Ohio 
Brewers' Association, of Cincinnati, 
and Homer IHtrand. secretary of tin* 
Ohio Brewers" Vigilance society, spokt; 
for the liquor interests. James Woods, 
representing the American Federation 
of Labor, spoke iu favor of the i»ass- 
age. of the. Dean bill in the interests of 
the laboring pejple employed by the 
liquor trade. 


Among those who S)M>ke against th<* 


bill were Donald Ross of Zanesvillc1. 
Frank Roach of Athens, former Sena- 
tor Hytes of Springfield and Judge 
"Blair of 8cioto county. 
Representa- 
tives of the anti-saloon league are con- 
fident the bill will lie defeated. 


The senate chamlter was crowded 


with wet and dry partisans. The seu- 
ate officers had been instructed to clear 
the chamber at the first outbreak ot 
applause or hisses. 
Speakers for and against the bill 


were limited to one hour for each side. 
Orders, had l»een issued to permit oniy 
legislators, their wives and newspaper 
correspondents 011 the floor of the sen- 
ate. 


C. Homer Dnrand. Cincinnati, sec- 
retary of the Ohio Personal Liber tr 
League, said the records were incor- 
rect in closing the arguments for the

streets at dark last night. 


The street car officials say today 
that they have more cars running than 
at any time since the beginning of the 
strike and that with proper police pro- 
tection the usual service will_be re- 
sumed. 


The strikers declare the failure of 
the company to operate a thorough and 
safe service will win the fight for them 
and that the company must yield to 
their demands. 


So far 750 cars have, been attacked 


and partially wrecked by the rioters. 
The dynamiting of a car barn which 


was guarded by a cordon of police, 
the killing of an aged man and 
the 
shooting of three boys, perhaps fatal- 
y. were the tragic chapters added to 
the Philadelphia carmen's strike yes- 
terday. Last night all the cars were

with the result that tne labor union 
leaders have prepared an appeal for 
intervention to United States Senator 
Penrose. and a general strike, of all 
trades in the city Is threatened. 
Yesterday afternoon the battalion of 
state Fencibles, numbering 178 men, 
under Major Thnrber T. Brawr, were 
sent out from their armory to Ken- 
sington, the scene of the greatest dis- 
turbances during the four days of the 
strike. 
They went out in automobiles. They
